How They Get Jobs. 

The system for getting into the 
Israeli Air Force, according to 
Mr. X, is simple enough: 

A prospective pilot or mechanic 
sees an advertisement discreetly 
placed in European newspapers or 
picks up word from some agent. 
He makes direct contact with 
agents in major cities such as 
New York, Paris, Rome, and his 
flying record or experience as a 
mechanic is reviewed. 

Some of the adventurers are sent 
to an airfield near Rome, some go 
directly to Prague, the northern 
headquarters of the supply line. 

A man known as Dr. Felix is 
the chief contact in Czechoslo- 
vakia. According to Mr. X, this 
Dr. Felix has the closest contacts 
with the Skoda arms factory 
which is turning out Messer- 
schmitt-109s for Israeli use. 

Dr. Felix ts the principal con- 
tact man with the Russians for 
sending along men being trained 
in jet-propulsion flying and in 
parachute jumping “somewhere in 
Russia” and elsewhere behind the 
iron curtain, . 

Specified hotels in Czechoslo- 
vakia, Israel and elsewhere are 
practically taken over by the Is- 
raelis for use of flying crews.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (AP)—The 
stock market headed upward 
early today but the rally soon 
bogged down, Toward the close of 
trading gains and losses were 
pretty well mixed, mostly within a 
range of a point either way. Ad- 
vances were made by 425 issues, 


with declines by 281 for the day. 
Soon after the opening, orders 
poured into the exchange at such 
a rate the ticker tape was unable 
to keep up with floor transactions 
for a while. Business later slack- 
ened a bit but the day’s volume 
still reached a sizable total — 
880,000. 

Financial quarters reported wide- 
spread apprehension exists over 
possible effects of the new Admin- 
istration’s policies. Despite the 
present high level of economic ac- 
tivity, which promises to continue 
for months to come, many feel 
that business profits may take a 
beating. 

Excess Profits Tax Prospects. 
Probably the market’s greatest 
concern, these sources claim, is an 
excess profits tax. 

Issues marked up at one time 
included United States Steel, 
Youngstown Sheet, Studebaker, 
Sears Roebuck, J. I. Case, Douglas 
Aircraft, Schenley, International 
Telephone, American Smelting, 
Westinghouse Electric, American 
Woolen, Du Pont, Santa Fe, 
Southern Railway, and Atlantic 
Coast Line.

Worst Week Since April. 
Today’s transactions rounded 
out the stock market’s worst week 
since April, 

Since the election results poured 
in, the market value of all shares 
listed on the exchange has dropped 
by nearly five billion dollars. 
Stocks were thrown on the mar- 
ket in wholesale fashion and turn- 
over climbed into the millions. 
Selling was general. 

The first market reaction ap- 
peared on Wednesday. Huge 
blocks of stock hit the ticker tape 
and prices cracked in the largest 
break in two years. 

On Thursday a comeback was 
tried with fair success. The 
Wednesday selling was termed 
“psychological” or “emotional” and 
prices rose ‘fractions to around 2 
points. Toward the close, though 
an increase in selling pressure 
was noted. 

Yesterday another blast hit the 
exchange. Prices plunged to an 
extreme of $14 with most issues 
off $2 to $8. The general level of 
the market was the lowest since 
April. 3

Deputy 
Sheriff Fred Ripper, the first to 
get there, found the men trying 
to hide the safe ina wooded spot. 
When the men saw him, one be- 
gan running and escaped, even 
though Ripper fired one shot over 
the man’s head. 

Ripper arrested one man, who 
said he was Ernest Taskey and 
gave an address in the 6100 block 
of Virginia avenue. About half 
an hour later, the highway patrol 
troopers arrested the other man, 
who said he was Robert Cox, and 
gave an address in the 900 block 
of Regina avenue, Lemay. 

The safecrackers had scorched 
paint on the safe and burned up 
papers in it, but they hadn’t been 
able to open the money compart- 
ment, which contained between 
$800 and $900. The safe had been 
stolen early today from the office 
of Ronnie’s Drive-in Theater at 
Lindbergh boulevard and Baptist 
Church road, Lemay. Fred 
Wehrenberg, owner of the the- 
ater, said the money included last 
night’s receipts plus an additional

The appellate court. held it was

Admits Attack, Say Police 

Police said the youth admitted 
that he hit Colin Cameron Mac- 
Kellar, 56, after the $20,000-a-year 
Canadian textile executive made 
“improper advances.” MacKellar’s 
body was found in his suite at the 
Canadian Club in the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel yesterday morning. 

Barrows had met MacKellar in 
a bar. Police said that in his con- 
fession the youth said he had hit 
the executive two blows in the 
stomach and that he had left Mac- 
Kellar moaning on the floor. 

Police said the executive had a 
skull fracture but that death re- 
sulted from an abdominal hemorr- 
hage. 

Record for Crime Solution. 

Police said the arrest of Bar- 
rows at 5:15 p.m. yesterday set a 
record for solving a homicide in 
New York City. Twenty detec- 
tives had been assigned to the case 
which wes solved less than 10 
hours after MacKellar’s body was 
found by a maid at 7:45 a.m. 

Barrows, a former automobile 
salesman who came to New York 
Thursday, was arrested when he 
walked into the West Forty-fifth 
street cafe. A few minutes before 
Ruby Bartlett, 24, a barmaid, told 
police that a youth who had been 
in the cafe the previous night had 
come in earlier and asked for a 
coke. 

“No beer?” the barmaid said she 
asked him. 

“T have a hangover,” she said he 
replied, “Drank a quart at the 
Waldorf.” - 

Police had been led to the cafe 
by a book of matches found on the 
floor of the Waldorf Hotel suite 
beside the body of MacKellar. 

Admits Hitting MacKellar, 

Barrows, 6 feet 2 inches tall and 
weighing 190 pounds, was nattily 
dressed in a gray striped suit 
when arrested, He readily admit- 
ted hitting MacKellar in a drunk- 
en argument, police said, but when 
he was booked for homicide the 
charge read “in commission of 
robbery.” 

MacKellar’s pockets had been 
turned inside out when his body 
was found. However, an expensive 
wristwatch had not been taken 
and police found an envelope con- 
taining four $20 bills behind a 
mirror. Barrows had $9 on him 
when arrested. 

According to Barrow’s sstate- 
ment to police, he came to New 
York to meet his father, Ralph, a 
seaman. Thursday afternoon he 
went to a movie, “Kiss the Blood 
Off My Hands.” Then he began a 
round of Times Square bars. He 
met MacKellar and two other men 
at the Astor bar. | 

They had two drinks, then went 
to a tavern where they met an- 
other man. There, MacKellar and 
Barrows separated from the other 
members of the group and went to 
the Canadian’s hotel suite where 
they had several more drinks. 

An argument followed and Bar- 
rows said he struck MacKellar, 
knocking him to the floor, He said

Thomas E. Dewey, conduct- 
ing a post-mortem on Tuesday’s 
election, said today Republican 


overconfidence was a material 
factor in his defeat for the presi- 
dency. , 

“It looks as if two or three 
million Republicans stayed at 
home out of overconfidence,” the 
defeated G.O.P. presidential nomi- 
nee said. 

“T was quite surprised by the 
very low vote” in Tuesday’s elec- 
tion, he told a press conference. 

Dewey said he would take a 
two-week vacation in Tucson, 
Ariz., flying there tomorrow. He 
will be accompanied by Mrs. 
Dewey, their two sons, Thomas, 16 
years old, and John, 13; Mr. and 
Mrs. Carl T. Hogan and their son, 
Jack, 12, and Mr. and Mrs. Roger 
W. Straus. The Hogans and the 
Strauses are close friends of the 


The Governor was asked 
whether he had come to the con- 
clusion that overconfidence was 
the major reason for his defeat. 

“It’s one factor that stands out 
in the returns so far,” he replied. 

Dewey said he had no intention 
of renouncing his role as titular 
head of the Republican party dur- 
ing the next four years. 

“No, sir,” he replied briskly when 
the question was put to him.

To Be Closed 


For Repairs 


Truman, Family Ex- 
pected to Move to 
Blair House. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (UP)— 
The White House will be closed 
soon for repairs and President 
Truman and his family are ex- 
pected to move out. 

Actually, the 150-year-old his- 
toric home was closed to sight- 
seers today and there will be no 
social events until further notice. 
The White House has been con- 
demned by some officials as a 
“fire trap.” 

That dashed the hopes of Wash- 
ington society for a brilliant social 
season. 

Assistant White House press 
secretary Eben Ayers said that 
“eventually, of course, the Presi- 
dent and his family will have to 
move out, too.” 

He said it was a “good assump- 
tion” that they would move to 
famous Blair House, used to wel- 
come visiting foreign dignitaries, 
for some period while repair work 
is being done to the White House. 

The President will continue to 
receive visitors at his office in the 
White House for some time and 
the family will continue to live 
there. until the nature of the re- 
| pairs makes it necessary for them 
to leave. 

Mrs, James Helm, White House 
‘social secretary, issued the first 
| formal announcement that the 
| White House would be closed. Her 
|statement said merely that it 
| would be closed to all sightseeing 
and social events “until further 
| notice.” 
| Long condemned as a fire trap, 
the White House recently under- 
went a thorough survey of its

| Mrs. Helm said that it is the

Chiang has played out a willful and 
foredoomed gamble in Manchuria, and has lost. 
_ High military experts of the United States 
counseled him against it, but he launched his 
alf-out offensive against the Chinese Communists 
in Manchuria anyhow. _ | | 

The military organization with which he at- 
tacked has been called “the largest and worst 
army in the world.” It has been financed by 
printing press money, which has made the in- 
flation so much worse that ‘virtually the last 
vestige of confidence of the Chinese people in 
their currency has been destroyed. 


This money has not even been used for the 
purpose for which it was printed. Instead of 
hiring soldiers with it, cynical generals have 
used it to play the market at Shanghai, thus 
making the inflation ‘still worse. 

Chiang boasted that he would drive the Chi- 
nese Communist armies north of the Yellow river 
within six month’. Now that time is up, and in- 
stead of having won control of the military situ- 
ation as he bragged he would, he is calling for 
help in tones reminiscent of Paul Reynaud in the 
last days of France. 

The Nationalist armies are crumbling from 
within. The dribble of defections to the Com- 
munists which has been going on for a year in- 
creased to a freshet with the fall of Tsinan in 
September and to a flood in the Red conquest of 
Mukden, where virtually the entire Fifty-third 
Army is said to have gone over to the Com- 
munist side. 

In seven years the United States has poured 
nearly four billion dollars in treasure into the 
Nationalist Government of China, and today’s 
ruin is what that Government has to show for it. 


Chiang and the rightist clique of the Kuomin- 
tang which has dominated him have been un- 
willing to try any remedy except the one which 
never had any chance of prevailing—force of 
arms. If he had not already known, the Japa- 
nese adventure should have shown him how il- 
lusive is the notion of military conquest in the 
vastnesses of Chinas 

At the same time he and the rightist extrem- 
ists of the Kuomintang have ignored the one 
method that stood some chance of succeeding—- 
the method of making the Government good 
enough, and therefore popular enough, to 
weaken the Communist appeal to the Chinese 
people. The United States, through the State 
Department, has been urging such a course. 
Chiang treated it as he treated the advice of 
United States military experts against his all-out 
military commitment in Manchuria—with in- 
difference. 

The problem is constant in China—it varies 
only in the amount of urgency. It is to establish 
a government that can command respect and de- 
serve success. The weak, reactionary, corrupt 
regime of Chiang Kai-shek is a rathole for 
American money and American hopes. 
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Setback to the Taverns 

Taverns that sell factory-made sandwiches are 
subject to the restaurant sanitation ordinance, 
Circuit Judge Russell has held. This is hard on 
the sandwich manufacturers, because it plugs the 
retail outlets for their product even though it is 
produced and wrapped under sanitary regula- 
tion. But food is food, wherever served, and 
the court’s view of the law makes sense. 

Such a lawsuit became possible because the 
restaurant ordinance exempts places which serve 
drinks only. As Health Commissioner, the late 
Dr. Bredeck knew that disease hazards also at- 
tend the serving of drinks. But the tavern lobby 
had enough influence in the Board of Aldermen 
te limit the scope of the law. 

The tavern-keepers want regulation no more 
today than they wanted it then, but the chance 
that they will bow to it becomes better with this 
decision that they can gain food-serving privil- 
eges only by submitting to food-serving re- 
sponsibilities. 
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J. Parnell Thomas’ Rights 


Before the election, Representative J. Parnell 
Thomas professed eagerness to testify before a 
grand jury on charges that he took salary kick- 
backs from congressional employes. Having won 
re-election, he has now decided to stand on his 
constitutional right not to testify. 

This damaging change of mind is only the 
latest of bad odors in Thomas’ record. He in- 
vokes civil rights in his own favor now but. as 
chairman of the House Un-American Activities 
Committee, he rode roughshod over witnesses 
who claimed a constitutional right not to reveal 
their political affiliations. He obtained contempt 
citations against those who held out. 

Protected by congressional immunity from any 
punishment for his slanders, he eagerly pilloried 
loyal and innocent men like Edward U. Condon 
and the late Harry Dexter White, who died from 
a heart attack two or three days after the ordeal 
of defending himself before the committee. 

Some of this is to be blamed on the bad 
temper of the times during the Eightieth Con- 
gress as well as to Thomas personally. That 
much is water under the bridge. A congres- 
sional district can still elect a bigot if its taste 
runs that way. But more than taste and fairness 
are now involved. Thomas stands under detailed 
charges of breaking a law. 

In these circumstances, the House of Repre- 
sentatives should invoke its own dignity and 
rights by excluding him unless and until he is 
acquitted. And the House should be prepared, 
if the grand jury does not dispose of the ques- 
tion conclusively, to conduct its own investiga- 
tion and trial.

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'. The Submarine’s Sting 

Submarines scored heavily against surface 
ships in the first phase of war games now being 
held by the United States Navy in Arctic waters 
off Eastern Canada. A “hunter-killer” group of 
two escort carriers and 11 destroyers, all 
equipped with the latest anti-submarine gadgets, 
was virtually “wiped out” in a night attack by 
16 submarines. The convoy it sought to pro- 
tect also was “destroyed.” ' 

Eight of the underwater craft of World War Il 
design were ruled “sunk” but only one of the 
eight new Guppy type. Streamlined and equipped 
with schnorchel tubes for underwater breathing, 
they have twice the speed and many times the 
effectiveness of the older submersibles. 

All this should be of great interest since the 
Russians are reported by our Navy and other 
reliable sources to have a submarine fleet of 
250 craft and 100 more building. The Soviet 
flotilla also is reported to include an unknown 
number of Type XXI and Type XXVI boats, de- 
veloped by Germany during the war. Our 
Guppy class probably is the equivalent of the 
Type XXI but, unless it is a secret, we do not 
have the equivalent of the XXVI. 

Various high-ranking American naval officers 
and scientists have admitted from time to time 
since the war that the advantage now lies with 
the submarine in sea war. Protective paint nul- 
lifies radar’s searching rays. High underwater 
speed defeats sonar detectors. Greater structural 
strength enables the sub to seek safety at aston- 
ishing depths. 

Furthermore, rockets and guided missiles have 
been successfully fired many times off our own 
submarines. It is entirely within the realm of 
possibility that the next American Pearl Har- 
bor might be announced by the explosions in 
major coastal cities of V-2s launched from sub- 
marines, 

Germany began her last war with a mere 50 
submarines. Her U-boats did terrific damage. 
Russia is five times as strong now in subs as 
was Germany in 1939. In another war, the odds 
for the submarine are going to be far more 
favorable than they were in the beginning of 
World War II. 

Thus, the maneuvers in the Arctic waters mav 
be of most vital importance to this nation. As 
preparedness is the surest preventive for war, 
the best naval and scientific brains in this coun- 
try should be encouraged to continue seeking 
countermeasures to defeat the submarine—and 
then seek a new submarine to beat the counter- 
measures. 
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Shade of Carry Nation! 

The ghost of Carry Nation must have walked 
glumly Tuesday night in the streets of Wichita, 
Leavenworth, Emporia and Topeka. After 68 
years of prohibition, Kansas, one of the original 
“bone-dry” states, had cracked the door for 
legal liquor. 

Actually, Kansans voted only to remove prohi- 
bition from the State Constitution. Prohibi- 
tion will remain in effect until the law against 
the “manufacture, transportation, sale or pos- 
session” of liquor is modified by the Legislature. 
The Legislature, however, is considered certain 
to accept the constitutional change as a mandate 
for repeal. 

The saloons against which the Carry and 
her squads of “smashers” wielded their hatchets 
will not return. The Kansas Legal Control As- 
sociation, which is sponsoring repeal, is playing 
a canny hand. It is asking only for the sale of 
packaged liquor in stores. 

And it is advising citizens to obey the anti- 
liquor laws until the Legislature changes them. 
That will not be before next spring. 

The defection of Kansas will leave Oklahoma 
and Mississippi the only prohibition states in 
the Union. Prohibition in both these states is 
largely illusory. Mississippi taxes liquor al- 
though it does not legally tolerate it. 

The monument over Carry Nation's gave at 
Belton, Mo., reads: “She hath done what she 
could.”

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Blood Into Ink 


The Nobel Prize has been awarded to T. S. 

Eliot, the poet St. Louis continues to claim 
although he left the city long ago. So there is 
going to be a renewal of interest in his poetry. 
. People will be quoting those four lines about 
April being the cruelest month. Those lines, 
written in 1922, are the beginning of a prophetic 
description of Berlin today. The poem, The 
Waste Land, is a lament for our times, full of 
a tragedy which contemporary art has not yet 
expressed. 

Other of Eliot's more obviously impressive 
lines will be quoted: the yellow fog that rubs 
its back upon the window panes, the teeth seen 
as only accidental stars with a talent for squad- 
drill, the snarled and yelping seas, the rivers 
sweating oil and tar, the song of the unemployed 
in The Rock, and, we hope, the whole of that 
bitter Christmas poem, The Magi. 

But mostly there will be complainiing about 
Eliot’s obscurity—about unrecognized allusions, 
snatches of Greek, Italian, French and German, 
and references to such worthies as Tiresias, 
Magnus Martyr, Phlebas the Phoenecian, and 
Mrs. Porter and her daughter washing their 
feet in soda water. 

For those thus troubled, Eliot himself said 
that “meaning” was something used to keep 
the reader’s mind diverted while the poem did 
its work on him, “much as the imaginary burglar 
is always provided with a bit of nice meat for 
the house-dog.” Some poets, however, became 
impatient of “meaning,” .seeing “possibilities of 
intensity through its elimination.” The younger 
Eliot, the man who had not yet turned classicist, 
royalist and Catholic, was one o. these. Yet 
there is genuine meaning enough in his poetry. 

It ig a grim world which his inquiring worm 
observes, full of “the pain of living and the drug 
of dreams.” There is scorn for its frenzied emp- 
tiness, mockery for its falseness, contempt for 
its cowardice. ... This is the way the world ends. 
Not with a bang but with a whimper. | 

Yet there is in the poet's lofty resignation a 
respect for the life of action and valor. He cari- 
catures himself as the man with features of 
clerical cut, his brow so grim and his mouth so 
_tragedy actually is the tragedy of 
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“BE IT EVER SO HUMBLE—WE STILL CAN’T AFFORD IT”

We can well be proud that education as 
a state responsibility has, generally speak- 
ing, received the enthusiastic support of 
the American people. But in recent years 
public education ceased to be only a: local 
issue. 


It is now a federal issue because public 
education is the greatest factor in de- 
veloping the potentialities of our human 
resources and in maintaining our system of 
free enterprise. It is a federal issue be- 
cause equal opportunity in education is the 
basic right of every American citizen and 
the principal force that keeps our society 
fluid and offsets the trend toward social 
and economic stratification, And, further, 
it is a federal issue because it has a direct 
and immediate bearing on the international 
status of the Americah people. 


Not a Case of Negligence 


Thovgh ali of our states have areas 
where education is inadequately supported, 
there are at least a dozen states whose pub- 
lic school system is not merely inadequate, 
but so ineffective that large districts have 
nothing that can be called a system of 
public schools. 

Are the citizens of these states indiffer- 
ent to the need for public schools? Far 
from it. They recognize the need. They 
feel their deficiencies keenly. They are 
making great efforts to improve the situa- 
tion. But the financial resources of these 
states cannot provide the necessary mini- 
mum of education to all, 

Public schools cost money. And these. 
states just haven’t enough money. They 
devote a greater percentage of their total 
tax resources to education than do many 
of the wealthier states. But that high per- 
centage is not enough. 

We must understand that these states 
depend primarily upon an agricultural 
economy to meet their financial needs. 

In, these states even the relatively pros- 
perous cities and towns cannot adequately 
meet their local needs, The condition of 
their rural ackvols is pitiable—primitive 
school buildings, underpaid and poorly 
educated teachers. 


Millions of Handicapped Americans 


More than three million American boys 
and girls go to schools financed at this 
poverty level,- and 2,000,000 go to no 
school whatsoever. The 1940 census re- 
vealed that 10,000,000 adults had so little 
education that they are unequal to the 
most ordinary demands of community life. 
This vast aggregate of unadjusted, unpro- 
ductive human beings is the penalty we 
pay for our uneven educational system. 


Whereas our best school systems spend 
$6000 per classroom, the poorest spend $100, 
an inequality of 60 to 1. A free society 
which permits such brutal inequalities is 
headed toward disaster, for freedom can 
only exist where justice prevails. — 

All of us. must agree with Dr. Conant, 
president of Harvard University, when he 
says, “We cannot hold our own against the 
challenge of the Soviet philosophy unless 
there is a determined improvement in our 
system ef public education.”

Five million. young men were rejected 
for military service because they were edu- 
cationally or physically handicapped. Ig- 
norance and bad health go together. The 
military authorities stated last year before 
a senatorial committee that good schools 
everywhere and compulsory attendance 
would have placed at least 250 additiona! 
divisions between us and the enemy. 


During the war the need for education 
was also revealed in thousands of factories 
where training periods had to he prolonged 
to produce workers capable of performing 
the simplest mechanical task. These ex- 
cluded, neglected and ill-trained citizens 
became cruelly aware that they had been 
denied their most elementary rights. They 
did not bear it without resentment. 


We are in the midst of an era of com- 
peting ideologies, of competing systems of 
government and competing systems of eco- 
nomic organization, For generations it 
never occurred to the American people that 
their way of life would be challenged, that 
it would ever be said that there are better 
ways than ours. in this competition of sys- 
tems let it not be said that we are aware 
of our deficiencies, yet do little or nothing 
about them, 


Denial of One Common Birthright 


We speak constantly and proudly of the 
We do not 
speak of the high promise of life in New 
York or Illinois or in California. When we 
think of American life we refuse to admit 
that its privileges and high hopes are re- 
served for certain geographical areas. Since 
the chief source of modern wealth, ljarge- 
scale industry, is relatively immune to state 
and local taxation and subject mainly to 
federal taxation, we must now get our tax 
resources where they exist, to educate our 
children where they live. 

Let there be no more regionalism in the 
fulfillment of our democratic potentialities. 
Let us see to it that the promises of which 
we boast can be achieved everywhere in 
our nation. To this end federal aid to 
public education niust be brought to all 
states in proportion to their need.

Witty, But a Little Dim 


THE CORNER THAT HELD THEM, by Syivie Townsend 
Warner. (Viking, $3.00.)

There are two immediately noticeable 
attractions in this novel. One is style; the 
other, a general air of intelligence. The 
prose of Sylvia Townsend Warner is supple 
and trim and handsome; it serves as a per- 
fectly regulated instrument of expression 
for the cool, dry mischief of the author’s 
mind. 

But although wit and verbal distinction 
are always embellishments in any book. 
they are not in themselves enough to make 
a. work of fiction. (Indeed, a considerable 
number of great novels seem to have been 
marked by neither.) And “The Corner That 
Held Them,” in relying so heavily upon 
these two features, has perhaps somewhat 
slighted the more effective attraction of 
immediate story-telling. 

. * - . 

The nove] deals with life in a convent in 
medieval England. After a first short sec- 
tion treating of the foundation of Oby, in 
the twelfth century, by a widower in honor 
of his once unfaithful wife, the book moves 
into a detailed accounting of some 33 years 
of the convent’s history in the latter part 
of the fourteenth century. This account 
begins with a very moving description of 
the descent of the Black Death upon the 
region; and it is in these early par7s, where 
drama is strong, that the book is most com- 
pelling. 

Unfortunately, the narrative bégins be- 
fore long to drift and poke; its initial in- 
terest: fades. The nuns build a spire; it 
topples, killing one of them; they call back 
the masons to build another spire. There 
are difficulties with bailiffs, trouble with 
serfs, disputes with wealthy families.

But in the long, slow, quiet succession of 
one thing after another, no single incident. 
stands out. Though events differ in kind 
they remain alike in 
quality; so that a 
certain monotonous 
tone is set up, and 
continuity grows 
dim, and one prior 
ess begins to seem 
pretty much like an- 
other prioress, and 
the anxieties of one 
year pretty much 
like those of another. 

It may be that this 
feeling of blurred 
small detail, of 
human experience 
seen as from far 
away, in a long his- 
torical perspective, is the very effect which 
the novel aims at. If so, the intention is 
achieved. But its achievement, though: 
charming and witty, does notqnake com- 
pletely satisfying fiction.

The impounding order was ob- 
tained by the Board of Canvassers 
of election returns. 

Mrs. Frances Burke Redick, sec- 
retary of state, said the order 
would give the board time to de- 
cide whether reports of “irregu- 
larities” in the voting would 
justify a state-wide recount. In 
the absence of the order, she said, 
machine totals could have been 
wiped off 10 days after the elec- 
tion. 

Mrs. Redick said the board had 
no knowledge of fraud or any 
criminal action, but did feel that 
because of the closeness of the 
election, the reports of irregulari- 
ties were serious enough to require 
preservation of the voting totals 
pending a decision on a recount.

He Tells Russian Leaders 
‘at Annual Celebration 
U.S. Profits but Not 
Output Are Up. 


LONDON, Nev, 6 (UP)-—Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
said tonight that Russian “suc- 

cesses in building Communism are 
naan abe daily” and the economic 
might of the Soviet Union is rising 
steadily, the Moscow radio re- 
ported, 


Molotov was the principal speak- 
er at the celebration in the Bolshoi 
Theater of the thirty-first anni- 
versary of the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion, His audience included the 
principal leaders of all Russia. 
The radio reported that thunder- 
ous applause greeted him and de- 
layed the start of his speech. 

Molotov coupled an optimistic 
report of Soviet economic progress 
in the third and “decisive” year 
of the present Russian five-year 
plan with an attack on the econ- 
omy of the United States and on 


‘the Marshall plan, 


He repeated the familiar Com- 
munist charge that the European 
Recovery Program is designed not 
to aid other countries but to cre- 
ate markets for American produc- 
tion, and to enslave the recipients 
of aid economically, 

Molotov said that while industry 
was increasing its production and 
wages were rising in the Soviet 
Union, “in the United States pro- 
duction which reached its high 
level in 1943 is not growing today.” 

“Yet profits continue to grow 
and last ‘year reached nearly 30 
billion dollars,” Molotov said. “At 
the same time the wages of United 
States workers lag seriously be- 
hind’ the rise in prices. The of- 
ficial unemployment figures are 
2,000,000, but the number of people 
half-working is nearly 8,000,000. 

“If one listened to some British 
and French observers, without the 
Marshall plan it would be impossi- 
ble to restore the economy of the 
European capitalist states, but in 
fact AMerican credit is not intend- 
ed to support rival economies, but 
to create markets for Americans 
and to place these countries under 
the economic slavery of the United 
States.” 

Praising Russia for carrying | 
out Premier Joseph Stalin’s in- 
junction to rise to new produc- 
tion levels, Molotov said produc- 
tion by the end of 1947 had 
reached the level of prewar 1940, 
and considerably exceeded the 
planned program for 1947. 

This record was achieved de- 
spite additional difficulties created 
for the five-year plan by “the 
drouth and crop failute of 1946,” 
he said. This was the first time 
a Russian leader had admitted

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Ehrenburg in Writing of 
U.S. Election Says 
Communists Guard Rus- 
sia in All Countries.

MOSCOW, Nov. 6 (UP)—An un- 
usual reference to Communist 
strength in other nations was 
made today by Ilya Ehrenburg, 
best known of Russian. newspaper 
men, in an article in Pravda, the 
official Soviet newspaper, com- 
menting on the American elec- 
tions.

“As for the million Americans 
who, in spite of everything, voted 
for (Henry A.) Wallace, they are 
the flower of the nation,” the 
Pravda wrifer said. “Every one 
of these advanced people of Amer- 
ica bears more moral authority.

FOUND IN SEWER

Dr. Jerry Kearns, coroner’s phy- 
sician, said Gervais also had been 
beaten and that a sex crime had 
been committed against him. 

Chief of Detectives Timothy 
O’Connor said the two boys being 
held in the juvenile home had been 
seen playing with Gervais in Ful- 
ler Park early Thursday night. 

One of the boys was taken to 
the morgue to view Gervais’s body 
and he was quoted by police as 
saying, “I’m sorry it happened.” 

Police said several other play- 
mates of the dead hoy will be 
picked up for questioning. They 
also ordered a roundup of known 
sex. offenders in the vicinity of 
Fuller Park, Forty-fifth street and 
Princeton avenue. 

The boy’s body, partly covered 
with leaves, was found near a 
swimming poo] in the park, in the 
south side stock yards district, by 
three small girls. An 18-inch iron 
bar was found near the body. The 
boy’s clothing was disarranged. 

A few hours earlier, Gervais’s 
mother, Mrs. Clara Foote, 45, had 
appeared at the stock yards police 
station to report him missing. 
She collapsed in the station and 
died of a heart attack a short 
time later in a hospital.

Getting down to business imme- 
diately after yesterday's gala 
homecoming celebration, the Presi- 
dent laid new stress on his cam- 
paign promises to do his best to 
keep the nation from ites into 
the hole financially. 

Orders Records Hauled Out. 

He ordered the budget records 
hauled out before leaving tomor- 
row on a two-week vacation in 
Key West, Fla. 

Truman and his budget chief 
will also have on hand the latest 
prescription for treating high 
prices and inflation, offered by 
the President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers. 

No exact remedy will be pro- 
posed until after the new Demo- 
eratic-controlled Congress takes 
over Jan. 3, but indications are it 
will contain about the same anti- 
inflation ingredients which the 
Eightieth Congress refused to or- 
der. 

The economic report was under- 
stood to be accompanied by this 
size-up of the Government's finan- 
cial condition—it’s in much better 
shape than when the August defi- 
cit forecast was made.

BUDAPEST, Nov. 6 (AP) —

garian Government asked that 
Yugoslavia recall several officials 
of the Yugoslav Legation in Buda- 
pest “who grievously interfered 
with Hungarian internal affairs, 
slandered and acted as spies.”

The Army announced today re- 
quests should be sent to the adju- 
tant general at Washington in- 
stead of to local reserve instruc- 
tors. This, said the Army, will 
short-cut the usual “channels.” 
Under the new procedure, ap- 
plicants should hear within a mat- 
ter of days whether they will be 
recalled to active duty.

$4,800,000,000—who went down to 
defeat this week. 

Truman’s other budget-making 
precedent was to put a “ceiling” 
on the funds agencies could seek 
from Congress—and also a ceil- 
ing, in some cases, on the spend- 
ing of funds Cengress already had 
provided. 

This move was designed to keep 
Government spending below (ts 
income, he said, so there would 
be a surplus for payments on the 
public debt.

PARIS, Friday. 


N election day I left by train 
0 for Lyon, France, with Mr. L. 

C. Brady, United States Em- 
bassy attache, to attend a con- 
vocation ceremony and to accept 
an honorary degree at the Univer- 
sity of Lausanne. 

There was, of course, no news 
of our elections when I boarded 
the train, since the polls were not 
yet closed, But when I arrived 
the next morning, reporters greet- 
ed me with news that President 
Truman was leading by only a 
thousand votes. 

I went through most of the day 
getting bulletins, none of which 
seemed decisive. I realized that 
it was six hours earlier in the 
United States, but even than it 
was evident that the presidential 
race was a very close one. I be- 
gan to think with amusement 
about all those people who for 
weeks had been predicting an 
overwhelming Dewey victory — 
more because they wished for it 
than because there was real evi- 
dence of one. I will acknowledge 
that when one party has held pow- 
er for so many years one thinks 
that the law of everages should 
bring about a change, but in this 
particular case, there was a good 
deal at stake. And the question 
Was would tiie people realize ‘t. 

Evidently political experts who 
claimed to be wise ‘{o the way 
people were thinking didn’t knuw 
the .nswer. 

When we reached the old uni- 
versity building, I found that Dr. 
Maurice Lugeon, the very noted 
professor of geology, and honor- 
ary head of the University of 
Lausanne, was also to receive a 
degree. 

When the procession formed, we

I heard 
that both the House and Senate 
were Democratic, but that the 
presidency still was undecided.

Wallace had polled around a 
million votes, I was sure the 
American people would express 
themselves in no uncertain terms 
on policies which he stood for and 
my faith in their common sense 
proved correct.

me. I have a pain at the end 

of my spine, particularly when 
I sit on hard chairs.

Please let me know 
what causes this pain, Thank you 
very much.” 

Answer: There are many struc- 
tures at the end of the spine, such 
as nerve tissue, skin, bone, 
muscles and tendons. A pain in 
this area could result from a great 
number of causes, all of which 
need personal study and attention 
to-determine. Your family doctor 
is best qualified to diagnose this 
condition for you. Certainly, it 
would be folly to try to do it 
through a medical column. 

A few of the many common 
disturbances in this area are as 
follows: pilonidal cyst, many con- 
genital defects of the nervous tis- 
sue and bony structure, arthritis, 
so-called coccodynia from many 
causes, muscle sprains and rectal 
conditions extending upward.

We 
thought everybody was acquainted 
with popovers, but apparently this 
is not the case. 

There’s a definite clean-cut 
taste to a popover which seems 
to reveal each of its main in- 
gredients of egg, milk and flour. 
The combination of flavors is so 
delicious that usually anything 
more than butter or fortified mar- 
garine as a spread is too much, 
Their popped-over look makes 
them unusual in appearance as 
well as in flavor, for as they 
bake they expand to become hol- 
low, golden-brown shells. 

Crisp popovers are easily made 
if several points in their makin 
and baking are carefully observ 
The batter should be beaten thor- 
oughly and vigorously until it is 
full of bubbles. The pans may be 


regular muffin tins, custard cups 
or the heavy iron or cast alumi- 


num muffin pans recommended 
for popovers. Usually they are 
heated first before adding the 
batter. Then each popover should 
be punctured immediately on re- 
moving from the oven to release 
any steam and so prevent its be- 
coming moist and soggy. 
POPOVERS. 


One cup all-purpose flour, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, two eggs 
(medium size), seven-eighths cup 
milk (one cup minus two table- 
spoons), one tablespoon melted 
butter. 

Heat muffin tins in hot oven 
(450 degrees. F.) 10 minutes or 
while stirring up popovers. In the 
meantime sift flour, measure and 
re-sift with salt. Beat eggs in mix- 
ing bowl, add milk, then flour all 
at once. Beat with rotary beater 
until flour is dampened, then add 
butter, and continue beating hard 
for a minute or so, until batter 
is full of bubbles. (Batter is very 
thin.) . 

Remove tins from oven, grease 
thoroughly but quickly and pour 
batter in to fill cups two-thirds 
full, Bake in the 460-degree oven 
for 30 minutes, then reduce heat 
to moderate (350 degrees) and 
bake for another 10 or 15 minutes, 
time depending on size of popover 
tins. Puncture popovers with 
metal skewer or darning needle. 
Makes six large or nine medium 
sized popovers. Serve directly 
from the muffin tins for the best 
eating quality. 

Red Cherry Ring. 

One No, 2 can sour red cherries 
(water pack), one package cherry- 
flavored gelatin, one-half cup sug- 
ar, one-eighth teaspoon salt, two 
teaspoons vinegar, two tablespoons 
water, 12-0unce package creamed 
cottage cheese. 

Drain juice from the can of 
cherries. Heat just to boiling. 
Remove from heat and stir in 
gelatin until dissolved. Stir in the 
sugar, salt, vinegar and water. 
Then stir in drained cherries. Let 
stand until cool and mixture just 
starts to thicken. Stir very gen- 
tly, just enough to distribute cher- 
ries evenly, and pour into a four- 
cup ring mold that has been rinsed 
out with cold water. Place in 
refrigerator until firm. Unmold 
and'fill center with cottage cheese. 
This can be served as is- for a 
pleasing and nutritious dessert, or 
it can be served with mayonnaise 
or salad dressing for salad. Five 
to six servings.
